Western  Allies,  Russia 
Receive  Cat>itulation 


REIMS,  France,  May  7 (AP)-Gcrmany  surrendered  unconditionally  to  the 
Western  Allies  and  Russia  at2;41  a m.  French  time  today. 

The  surrender  took  place  at  a schoolhouse  which  is  the  headquarters  of  Gen. 
Eisenhower. 

The  surrender  which  brought  the  war  in  Europe  to  a formal  end  after  five 
years,  eight  months  and  six  days  of  bloodshed  and  destruction  was  signed  for  Ger- 
many by  Col. -Gen.  Gustav  Jodi,  who  is  the  new  chief  of  staff  of  the  German  army. 

It  was  signed  for  the  Allied  Supreme  command  by  Lt.-Gcn.  Walter  Bedell 
Smith,  chief  of  staff  for  Gen.  Eisenhower. 

It  was  also  signed  by  General  Ivan  Susloparoff  for  Russia  and  by  Gen.  Fran- 
cois Sevez  for  France. 

Gen.  Eisenhower  was  not  present  at  the  signing,  but  immediately  afterward 
Jodi  and  his  fellow  delegate,  Gen.  Admiral  Hans  Georg  Friedeburg,  were  received 
by  the  Supreme  Commander.
